STRIKE. 
WHOLE RAND 
PARALYSED. -

ostensibly in sympathy with the coal 
workers on a question of dilution with 
coloured labour, but the real issue is a 
question of working hours and wages.

HUGE BILL OF COSTS. 


JOHANNESBURG, Tuesday, 

The strike is now in operation in all the gold 
mines here, and also at the Victoria Falls 
Power Station, where, however, there is still 
sufficient labour te produce about one-third of 
the usual power for essential services. 

‘The news of the postponement of the opening 
of Parliament until February 17,. and the inti- 
mation that the whole Cabinet will soon be as- 
sembled in Pretoria,«are among the most im- 
portant announcemenis in connection with the 
strike situation. , 

Johannesburg looks much the same as usual, 
except that the streets are fuller and groups 
are to be seen strolling about. The bars were 
closed at nine o'clock this morning. Never have 
more careful preparations been made to insure 
the maintenance of law and order, but it is 
understood that martial law will not be pro- 
claimed unless subsequent developments warrant 


it 

Men in the town engineering shops have also 
come out on strike. 

The problem of the gold mines is becoming 
more difficult, and the strike r®w affects over 
20,000 men. It is estimated that one week of 
the strike would mean a loss of £200,000 in re- 
spect of the maintenance of native labourers, 
who are enforcedly idle, alone, and if the strike 
continues it will take years to make up. ths 
loss caused by the stoppage, while some mines 
would never re-open. 

Also, it may become necessary to send native 
workers home, which would mean a prolonged 
closing’ down of the gold mines simply from 
lack of labour. 

The Miners’ Federation issued the strike 
notices last night.. Permission to work was 
given for essential services, but only. under 
direct control of the Strike Committee. Tho 
notice enjoined all strikers to maintain order 
and asks the members of other unions to hold 
themselves in readiness to take sympathetic 
action if required. 


GENERAL SMUTS’S WARNING,

The Dail yesterday received a deputation 
from the Irish Labour Party and Trades 
Union Copgress. 

Mr. Thomas Johnson, the leader of th 
deputation, said that there ere 130,000 
unemployed in Ireland. Unless some- 
thing was “done to meet their needs there 
would be a grave situation which would 
provide a difficult problem for an old- 
established Government, let alone a new 
one, 

About a million acres had gone out of 
cultivation during the last few years. In 
the interests of national defence the land 
should be tilled. More than 20,000 men 
could be employed at that work. 

The workers “ were not prepared to con- 
tinue the low standard upon which they 
were living before the war. Their 
patience was becoming exhausted, and it 
‘was insistent that the problems of unem- 
ployment, tillage, and housing should be 
tackled immediately.” 

The letter in which Mr. Johnson asked 
the Dail to receiye the deputation referred 
to “the necessity for the functioning of a 
staple authority which will exercise power 
and authority in these urgent matters.” 

Mr. Griffith said that a committee would 
be appointed to méet the delegates.

cireumstances ‘it would be desirable that they 
should seek an interview with the Dail officially, 
representing, as they did, 300,000 organised 
workers in the country. Their delegates repre- 
sented ol] the various cities, towns, and agricul- 
tural districts. 

They had reason to know that in the minds 
of the very highest officials of the British Go- 
vernment were hopes and beliefs that they 
would at some point of the struggle split the 
national movement. That was one of the im- 
portant factors which determined their decision 
at the last election. They could not but feel 
that with the stress of the war both the Irish 
Government and the deputies seemed to have 
forgotten to some extent that there was a social 
problem at home. 


130,000 UNEMPLOYED. 


There were at the moment probably 130,000 
men and women walking about unemployed. 
Many of them had been only intermittently em- 
ployed for the last year and a half. In nearly 
every country in Europe such reople had been 
forced to agitate violently against the powers 
that be.

“dud,” but the other exploded. It did no 
damage, beyond smashing windows.
